CHARACTERIZED  BY  imagin- 
ary telephone  conversations,  New- 
hart’s  routines  turn  the  mundane 
into  subtle  humor  and  jab  at  our 
complex  society.  An  ordinary  bus 
driver's  school  and  Sir  Walter  Ral- 
eigh’s discovery  of  tobacco  are  two 
of  Newhart’s  favorite  subjects, 
new  releases  said. 

Newhart,  who  is  in  the  field  of 
stand-up  comics,  has  appeared  be- 
fore the  royal  family  in  England, 
and  at  nightclubs  across  the  Unit- 
ed States.  He  has  been  awarded  an 
Emmy  by  the  Academy  of  Televi- 
sion Arts  and  Sciences  and  was 
host  for  his  own  television  show. 

ATTENDING  CHICAGO'S  Loyola 
University,  Newhart  graduated 
with  a B.S.  degree  in  commerce. 
Following  graduation  he  served 
with  the  U.S.  Army  for  two  years 
and  then  worked  at  a series  of  or- 
dinary jobs.  These  experiences  and 
the  people  that  he  met  provided  the 
material  for  his  brand  of  humor. 

After  a venture  into  the  radio 
field,  Newhart  was  introduced  by 
a friend  to  Warner  Brothers  Re- 
cords. An  engagement  at  the  Tide- 
lands  Hotel  in  Houston  was  follow- 
ed by  the  first  of  his  “Button 
Down”  records. 

ADDING  TO  the  bill  of  entertain- 
ment will  be  the  3 D’s  folk  sing- 
ing group  who  are  back  for  a home- 
coming themselves  as  all  three 
graduated  from  the  Y. 

Since  then  the  group  has  develop- 
ed more  than  100  songs  and  rout- 
ines and  has  toured  many  of  the 
major  campuses  of  the  U.S.  includ- 
ing Stanford  and  the  University 
of  California,  Washington  and  Ore- 
gon University.

Red  Paint 
By-Passed 

Everyone  at  BYU  seems  to  be 
preparing  for  the  coming  Cougar- 
Redskin  football  contest  this  week- 
end. This  campaign  includes  the 
change  of  the  formerly  red  curb 
markings  on  campus. 

"'OUR  WORKERS  have  spent 
nearly  six  months  repainting  some 
40  miles  of  curbing  bordering  the 
roadways  and  parking  lots  on  cam- 
pus,” said  Kay  Christensen,  sup- 
ervisor of  the  Paint  Shop  of  the 
Physical  Plant  Dept. 

“The  new  color  coding,  which 
does  away  with  all  red  markings, 
was  adopted  to  conform  to  the  new 
color  scheme  for  curb  makings  be- 
ing used  throughout  the  nation.” 
stated  Capt.  Swen  Nielsen,  of  the 
BYU  Security  Dept. 

"IN  THE  PAST,  red  has  been  the 
standard  color  for  the  no  parking 
area,  and  yellow  has  indicated  lim- 
ited time  and  service  parking 
areas,”  he  continued. 

Yellow  now  designates  no-park- 
ing areas  and  the  white  curbing 
indicates  service  and  limited-time 
parking  areas. 

THOSE  VIOLATING  these  re- 
gulations will  be  issued  traffic 
citations  for  which  a fine  of  $2.  may 
be  assessed,  indicated  Capt.  Niel- 
sen. Five  traffic  citations  will  pro- 
mpt a referral  to  the  Standards 
Office,  according  to  Security  Of- 
ficials. 

Involved  in  the  project  that  used 
348  gallons  of  white  paint  and  436 
gallons  of  yellow  paint  was  the 
repainting  of  the  street  markings 
on  the  campus,  noted  Supervisor 
Christensen.

In  the  past  two  years,  approxi- 
mately 200  alumni,  students,  and 
friends  of  B.Y.U.  have  formed  an 
athletic  support  group,  the  Cougar 
Club. 

THE  PRIMARY  GOAL  of  the 

B.Y.U.  Cougai;  Club  is  to  raise 
money  for  the  University’s  Athletic 
Travel  Fund  which  is  administered 
according  to  NCAA  regulations  in 
recruiting  top  athletes  for  the  Uni- 
versity’s intercollegiate  teams. 
Cougar  Club  members  also  help  in 
locating  prospective  athletes  and 
finding  some  employment  oppor- 
tunities. 

The  first  Cougar  Club  chapter 
was  organized  in  1963  on  campus 
by  a group  of  interested  students.

BOSTON  (AP)— Left-hander  San- 
dy Koufax,  the  backbone  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Dodgers’  drive  for  the  Na- 
tional League  pennant  and  the 
World  Series  Championship,  was 
a unanimous  choice  this  week  as 
winner  of  the  Cy  Young  Award 
as  baseball’s  best  pitcher  for  1965. 

KOUFAX  thus  became  the  first 
repeat  winner  in  10  years  since  the 
award  was  established  by  Commis- 
sioner Ford  Frick.  Koufax  also  re- 
peated as  the  only  man  ever  to  win 
the  award  unanimously. 

The  29-year-old  Koufax  was  a 
unanimous  winner  in  1%3,  the  year 
he  was  named  the  National  Lea- 
gue’s must  valuable  player. 


ALTHOUGH  HANDICAPPED  by 

an  arthritic  pitching  arm,  Koufax 
compiled  the  best  earned  run  aver- 
age in  the  major  leagues,  2:04;  the 
most  wins,  28;  the  most  imings 
pitching.  336;  and  the  most  strike- 
outs, 382. 

His  strikeout  mark  shattered  Bob 
Feller’s  single  season  record  of  347 
strikeouts. 

THE  VOTING  committee  of  the 
Baseball  Writers  Association  of 
America  was  done  prior  to  the 
World  Series  and  was  based  on 
regular  season  performances  only.

This  principle  was  used  exten- 
sively during  World  War  I for  hunt- 
ing submarines  with  sonar  (ra- 
dar). 

RESEARCH  began  in  1961  when 
Mr.  Bassett,  along  with  a blind  as- 
sociate, began  to  search  through 
literature  for  devices  that  had  been 
created  to  help  blind  people  find 
their  way  around. 

MOST  OF  the  devices  had  two 
main  drawbacks:  first,  that  peo- 
ple with  a handicap  don’t  like  to 
carry  something  around  that  will 


call  attention  to  them  and  second, 
because  of  the  general  heaviness 
of  the  apparatus,  they  were  not 
practical  to  carry. 

ONE  OF  the  major  problems  en- 
countered by  Dr.  Bassett  is  that 
a change  in  the  emitted  sound  cre- 
ates two  separate  pitches,  neither 
of  which  corresponds  to  the  pre- 
dicted pitch. 

To  cope  with  this  problem  Dr. 
Bassett  has  plotted  a curve  to  pre- 
dict these  unusual  pitches  from 
data  obtained  through  results  of 
scores  of  students  listening  to  the 
pitches.
